Kerosene Oil and Compasses. 

On Saturday last, we reproduced from 
the N.-C. Daily Neies two letters on the 
alleyed effect. of kerosene oil on ship's com. 
pasess. The fcllowing letter by ‘ Landlub- 
ber’ appears in our Shanghai contemporary. 
~-Tf you -have not yet closed further 
discussion regarding ships’ cofpasnes and 
keresone oi}, you may perhaps cue to 
publish the following uttenpt to explain 
how it is that’ cargoes of kerosene vil seem 
to produce such powerful disturbing effects 
on the ships’ compuss.. To ascribe any 
appreciable magnetic qualities to the liquid 
itself is of course untonable, since such a 
remutkable physical fact would have been 
noted with red letters in’ every text book 
long ago. Undoubtedly the tinned iron 
eases arc at fault, but the main peint is that 
@ hollow iron shell acts like a solid of the 
samgsdimensions in its outward magnetic 
effects : hence a cargo ofoil in tins will act 
like a solid soft-irun cargo occupying the 
same (generally considerable) space, and 
being, moreover, usually stowed on deck or 
high up in the hold, its pernicious’ eects 
on the compass ure so much stronger than 
that of the more compact heavy iron cargoes

in 1897, was invested with tho insignia of a 
K.C.8.1 the then Prince of Wales.

A despatch from Lord Kitchener states that 
Boers, estimated at 1,000 men, under Gen- 
eral Botha, yesterday entrapped and attack 
ed three Companies 6t Mounted Infantry- 
and three guns, under Major Gough, who 
were reconnoitring to the south of Utrecht. 
Severo fighting ensued. Our guns were 
capturéd; but tha sights _and breech-blocks 
weredestroyed before fallingintothe enemy's 
hands. Captain Mildmay, of the King’s 
Royal Rifles; Lieutenant: Blewitt, of the 
Rifle Brigade; and fourteen men were kill- 
ed, and five officers and twonty-five men 
were wounded, besides which five officers 
and 150 men were made prisoners. Major 
Gough escaped inthe night. , 

Goueral French reports that Commandant 
Smuts’ force, which was hommed in by 
British columns, rushed a squadron of the 
i7th Lancers at lands River Poort, killing 
three officers and twenty men, and wound- 
ing one officer and thirty men.

THE LAW RELATING TO 
BUILDINGS. 

At the Sanitary Board mecting tu-day, 
the draft of a Bill to further amend the law 
relating to Building was under consider. 
ation. ‘Lhe following minute was attached 
by Hon. H. E. Pollock, K.C., Acting At- 
torney General :—.'Tteg leave to submit 
for the consideration of His Excellency a 


draft Bill, which is founded upon the re-| 


commendations contnined in sub-division IT 
of the Report of the Public Works Com- 
mittee of the Council, which is dated the 
2ith August, 1901. neti 

however, [ feel it necessary to point out 
that the effect of the sentence of that Re- 
port which reads :—‘ Thie section shall not 
apply, however. to the re-erection of build- 
ings which have alrcady been erected in 
excess of the height specified," will practi- 
cally provent any improvenrent in the’ pre- 
sent surface over-crowding inthe City of 
Vietoria. In: fact, if the provision axto 
ong and a-half times the width of the street 
is nof to apply to the re-erection of build- 
ings, theonly improvement effected by clause 
2 of this Bill upon the provisions of 


section 6 of Ordinancé 34 of 1899 


is that clause 2 of this Bill prevents the 
raising of existing houscs to over 14 times 
tho width of the streot. I cannot help think- 
ing thit the above sentence which I have 
quoted, which purports to have arisen in 
connection with ‘certain resolutions of the 
Sanitary Board, must have bean based | 
upon some misconception as to tho ‘purport. 
of thoge resolutions, and 1 would beg leava, 
therefore, to respectfully sugyest that this 
draft Bill, together with the Report of the 
Public Works Committee, be vow referred 
to the Sanitary Board for consideration. 

Dr Clark, Medical Officer of Health, 
attaches a list of 93 streets which 
contain houses exceeding in height 14 
times the width of the street, He adds 
that this.is hy no means an exhaustive 
list of the streets and lanes of the city in 
which the buildings. exceed: the limit in 
height, yet -it would suffice to show: that 
any such legislation as that proposed in 
the. Bilt-would barely touch the fringe 
of this very serious question of ' surface. 
crowdiny,’ and that it was essential for the 
welfare of this Colony that the limitation 
of the height of buildings should extend to 
all buildings which are hereafter erected or 
re-erected. It was now more than three 
years since the Sanitary Board urged: ‘that 
*no domestic. building to ba erected in, 
fature shall exceed in height ‘12 times the 
width of the street upon which such: build- 
-ing fronts,’ and there could be no question.
